4. Begin an acquisitions program. 

5. Conduct an outreach to historians and historical societies. 

6. Publish proceedings of their meetings. 

7. Target research in the historical arena that needs to be undertaken. 

8. Develop and maintain a database relating to UFO history. 

9. Expand the oral history project.
